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men in Latin America have sent 
back reports of the underlying con- 
ditions behind the supposedly Com- 


munist-inspired uprising. In the 
first place, both the Associated 


Press and the United Press have 
reported that the Bogota courts 
have released most of those arrest- 
ed with statements that there was 
very little supporting evidence that 
the ring leaders had any Commu- 
nist connections. However, all such 
items were either suppressed alto- 
gether in this country or hidden 
in the back pages—after headlines 
had labeled the Bogota uprising as 
“communistic.” 

Such reputable observers as Mil- 
ton Bracker of the N. Y. Times 
reported that, at the present time 
with unrest so prevalent all over 
Latin America, any one who dares 
to disturb the uneasy status-quo is 
called a Communist. The religious 
issue, so carefully ignored in most 
reports, was touched by the Wuash- 
ington Post and the New York 
Herald Tribune which carried re- 
ports of the Bogota throngs as- 
saulting and attempting to burn 
Catholic churches these 
churches representing the only 
structures of elegance and wealth 
in cities teeming with poverty and 
dirt. The New York Times observ- 
ers shortly after the Bogota up- 
rising sent a summary of condi- 
tions in South America . . . they 
said that there are large elements 
of communism in Columbia, Bra- 
zil and Chile but that this was 
the inevitable result of poverty, 
hunger, frustration. In Paraguay 
the population is underprivileged, 
illiterate and restless. Of Bolivia 
the report said that “the popula- 
tion is impoverished, largely illit- 
erate” and “although Christianity 
as such means very little to them, 
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values are naught before the collective good. But Jesus would quickly 
stir a tremendous spiritual awakening among the millions of Christian; 
in Russia who yet believe His doctrine with all their hearts but have been 
under the pressure of persecution and restraint for thirty years. The 
politbureau would quickly arrest Jesus and execute Him. 


But suppose Jesus came to America today? He would start to 
emphasize the supremacy of the individual here too,—among the Mexi- 
cans in the slums of California, among the Negroes in the rural slums 
and mill towns of the South; He would do the same thing among the Ital- 
ians and Slavs in the textile slums of New England. “These little ones” 
little ragged Mexican kids . . . little ragged dirty “niggers”, . these 
little ones . . . “Where are ws homse?.. . these shacks, hina clue 

. You who ewi in proud tree-lined avenues, you who have robbed their 
parents of their share of industry’s profits and refuse adequate housing 
for their children! Do unto others as you have done for yourself!” The 
cries of accusation would begin to roll up. . 

. Radical! . . . Subversive! Communist!” 


Then Jesus would appear in Washington . . . “He who takes the 
sword shall perish by the sword,” He would say in searing words to the 
congressional committee on conscription and military affairs, “Do unto 
others as you would have them do unto you... You ship guns and mili- 
tary experts to Greece, Turkey and all the other countries that surround 
Russia . . . you interfere everywhere if you can drive a spike into Rus- 
sia’s side, yet you howl your heads off if any other nation suggests its 
right to interfere in this hemisphere, or if Russia should try such things 
in Cuba or Mexico.” 

And the swelling tide of protest would rise higher and higher, 
“Appeaser! Pacifist! Communist! Radical!” 


. “Socialist! Communist! 


Baptist Truman would go to the nation on the air, “We cannot 
tolerate these seditious subversive doctrines.” Episcopalian Taft would 
start strong legal action in Congress “to remove the threat to our na- 
tional life.” Congregationalist Vandenberg would call a Senate caucus 
in a hurry to support Taft; the excellent Jewish analysist Walter Lipp- 
man would with persuasive logic demonstrate how the teachings of this 
free-lance trouble maker ran contrary to what history would teach the 
discerning ... The irresponsible, shallow-minded, hot breathed voices on 
the radio, speaking to millions every day, would make the utmost of this 
the greatest opportunity of their careers. A mail campaign, organized 
by the American Legion and the DAR, joined by the anti-Semites, would 
start pouring millions of letters into Washington ... The FBI would 
begin to move. We would not do the quick, brutal but almost paintless 
job the Russians would do with a machine gun against a dim brick wall 
inside the labyrinth of the Kremlin. We would do it by the lingering 
tubercular dampness in the stone cells at Atlanta or Leavenworth . . . 
a slow strangling, lonely death compared to which a machine gun would 
be a voice of mercy. 

You say, . . . Preposterous!—we would not do that to Christ! Oh, 
wouldn’t we? We have already done it . .. many times over. Hundreds 
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informed person knows, the Army 
and Navy policy is being shaped 
very freely to support our “vital 
interests in the Near East.” Now 
our vital interest in the Near East 
is OIL... the oil of the Near East 
is the profitable property of the 
Standard Oil and the Texas Oil 
companies. And Mr. Forrestal has 
for years been and still is closely 
associated with the finance and 
banking firm of Dillon Read, 28 
Nassau St. in the Wall St. area of 
N. Y. And Dillon Read is freely 
spoken of in financial circles as 
the firm that is handling the finan- 
cing for Standard and Texas oil 
developments in the Near East 
through their subsidiary — the 
Arabian-American Oil, or Aramco.

Trygve Lie of Norway, secre- 
tary general of the UN, was put 
in that post because of the world- 
wide regard in which he was heid 
as a man of considered and sound 
judgement,—impartial and _toler- 
ant. But now, even though he has 
held that place of distinction in 
the UN for many months, what 
amounts to a conspiracy of silence 
greets most of his utterances as 
far as the American press and 
radio are concerned. This is be- 
cause in Mr. Lie’s opinion, the U. 
S. is not an angel in stainless 
white as we’d like to think. In 
many of his speeches he has im- 
plied just the opposite. For in- 
stance, his address at Hyde Park 
at the anniversary of Roosevelt’s 
death created quite a stir and 
some protests behind the scenes, 
although the American public was 
never permitted to hear much 
about either the speech or the pro- 
tests.

X-Ray and Forecast 


INSTON CHURCHILL is the patron saint and champion of con- 

servative interests throughout the world. Hence everything he 
writes and says is heralded as the gospel truth in the American press and 
radio which the great business interests control. Millions of Americans 
are reading Churchill’s memoirs—not aware of the way Churchill is 
twisting history to preen himself ... The great British statesman and 
phrase-maker is presenting himself as the one world figure who was 
awake to the dangers of nazism and fascism. What Mr. Churchill omits 
is his widely-known early praise of Mussolini, and the historical fact 
that Churchill’s close associates in British business circles helped to re- 
arm Germany through the British “business as usual policy” up to the 
very day before the invasion of Poland. (Go to the reference room in any 
large public library and look up articles on “German Re-armament” be- 
fore the war, or “Vickers of England’—you’ll find an abundance of 
source material about these events.) 

Also Churchill does not mention his responsibility for the loss of 
thousands of American lives, caused by his horrible blunder coneerning 
the “soft under-belly of Europe”... Italy. The American high command 
wanted to invade across the channel as early as 1942... Our secret 
service reported that the Germans had stripped their western defense: 
to hold the line in Russia... (See “My Three Years with Eisenhower” 
by Capt. Harry Butcher). The operation was to be called operation 
“Sledgehammer.” But Churchill fought the idea tenaciously. Stalin was 
demanding a western front and our leaders, with the information our 
secret service supplied, believed that if we struck then we could end the 
war in six months. But Churchill won Pres. Roosevelt over to the Italian 
invasion idea... “The soft under-belly of Europe” which didn’t prove 
soft .... where a terrible stale-mate developed—because Italy’s moun- 
tainous terrain was unsuited to our mechanised units which could have 
swept through western Europe’s flat lands so swiftly ...so the American 
offensive in 1942-43 bogged down in Italy and tens of thousands of 
American boys died. Many of our military experts are beginning to 
say that this was the greatest tactical blunder of the war. 

Now all this is brought to light and reinforced by the publication 
recently of Nazi Propaganda Chief Goebbels diaries—his entry of 
March 3rd, 1942, confirms the fact that the Germans had stripped 
their western European defenses to support the Rusian front. Said Dr. 
Goebbels, “One dreads to think what would have happened if the English 
and Americans attempted landing.” Our high command wanted to 
strike,—were prepared—but Churchill prevented it. 

Churchill is of course going to show, by ignoring the above 
facts, that his strategy prevented Russia from over-running all of 
Europe. But anyone looking at the map can see that the opposite is 
true,—the Russians were pinned down near the Volga. It is the Amer- 
tcans and British who would have had the best chance of overrunning 
Europe. 

Much of Russia’s suspicion and bitterness against the West is 
caused by these facts,—facts they knew in 1942 when they demanded 
a “second front”. They also know that Churchill’s strategy in the west 
was tilted to keep the Nazis fighting in the east as long as posible— 
it meant a weaker Russia. Suppose a successful invasion in western 
Europe had removed these suspicions—had proved our good will as 
we have never been able to prove it since? We would have had an 
infinitely better opportunity to reorganize Europe by armed occupation 
than we have today—and our dealings with Russia would have been on 
an entirely different basis. We would have actually been stronger in a 
military sense and infinately stronger in a moral sense. 

Churchill is using his memoirs as a defense of the professional 
war-maker and as a blueprint for an approach to the war with Russia. 
It is being falsely put up before the American people as history. His- 
torians will use his memoirs as valuable source material—but it is not 
history. We admire Churchill’s energy, skill and genius greatly and 
wonder at his remarkable zest for life. He sits back behind his favorite 
liqueurs and cigars and seems to have a really good time playing the

there is the same old story of an 
underprivileged, sullen, excitable 
population at the merey of any 
demagogue or shrewd revolution- 
ary technique.” In Venezuela, 
many reports show that the oil 
worker and the common people 


are aware that their country’s 
wealth has been largely drained 


off by foreign interests with only 


a few very rich native families 
benefiting. The oil workers are 


divided between communistic 
groups and the Calegos Socialist 
Government so trouble can 
break out there any time. 

Milton Bracker states: “The 
most important single conclusion 
is not that South America is Com- 
munist, largely Communist or in 
process of going Communist. The 
truth is that the whole tragic his- 
tory and economy of the continent 
make it relatively easy for Com- 
munist—or other extremist ; 
The same kind of people that 
turned Bogota into a bloody sham- 
bles, that hung Bolivia’s President 
Gualberto Villarroel to a lamp post 
some years ago, have surged 
through the streets in every South 
American upheaval in history.- 

“They are for the most part slim 
black-haired, dark-skinned men, 
often with bad skin and teeth; they 
are miners, oil workers, laborers, 
street cleaners, dock workers. They 
were born poor and they expect to 
die poor. Life has always been as 
cheap as it is precious in their 
sight. They want only one thing 
really—a better standard of living 
—and they will rally around a 
strong man who promises it to 
them.” 

But what no newspaper dares 
say, because of Catholic pressure 
here, is that the Roman Catholic 
church has for generations foster- 
ed these conditions of poverty and 
illiteracy on one hand and extreme 
wealth on the part of a few fami- 
lies closely associated with the 
church on the other. Hence, the 
Roman Catholic Church screams 
“Communist” at any movement in 
Catholie Latin America where the 
poverty-cursed, clergy-ridden peo- 
ple ery out for relief.

Labor Highlights 


THE PUBLIC OPINION 
POLL is having an increasing in- 
fluence on the shaping of American 
thought. These polls pretend to be 
an unbiased, unprejudiced effort to 
ascertain what people are thinking. 
But it has been frequently demon- 
strated that the questions asked 
were often so worded or weighted 
as to greatly influence the answers. 
The most recent revelation of this 
comes from Robert C. Myers of 
Princeton University, formerly of 
the staff of the Gallup polls. 


Mr. Myers prepared a _ report 
used widely by labor groups which 
said: “Much of the polling report- 
ed in today’s newspapers and maga- 
zines is unscientifically biased and 
slipshod.” He said further that the 
polling groups are not operating 
as a “public service” though that 
is the impression they try to give. 
They are “profit-making corpora- 
tions; in other words, they are in 
business to make money.” He cites 
specifically the Gallup Poll, known 
also as the “American Institute of 
Public Opinion,” the largest in the 
field and itself rated as “big busi- 
ness.” Speaking from inside ex- 
perience, Mr. Myers charges that 
it is not an “institute” in the com- 
mon meaning of the term but a 
closed corporation controlled and 
operated by one man for profit. 
These “Big Polls,” he states, 
“claim to report the will of the 
people—and thus affect our laws, 
regulations and_ thinking,”—but 
they’re neither licensed, regulated 
nor subject to any outside check. 
They operate as a law unto them- 
selves, but since they’re business 
enterprises run for a profit Mr. 
Myers points out that “their se- 
lection of questions and their re- 
porting of results would be biased 
or slanted toward the ownership- 
Management point of view,” and 
he cites findings made by Arthur 
Kornhauser, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, which show how the questions 
asked in the polls were weighted 
against labor, for instance. 

“The worst offender in this re- 
gard was found to be Dr. Gallup’s 
Institute,” Kornhauser _ stated. 
“Three-fourths of all his questions 
had definitely shown an anti-labor 
bias” and Myers comments 
that to date, “no one has success- 
fully challenged Kornhauser’s con- 
clusion—namely that the polls, es- 
pecially Gallup’s, are slanted in 
favor of owner-management and 
against labor.” 

To obtain “accurate and scien- 
tific” results, Myers lists standards 
the polls should be expected to 
meet,—and insists that they should 
either conform to such standards,

A RESEARCH DOCUMENT, 
“Constructive Labor Relations” has 
recently been published by Prince- 
ton University. It is based upon a 
study of four large industrial plants 
have maintained “model” 
labor-management __ relationships, 
the study carried out by well- 
known economists and specialists 
in industrial relations. Here 
the secrets of good labor relations 
as given by the experts: “Manage- 
ments in these successful compan- 
ies are determined to live with the 
labor unions rather than contest 
their existance or leadership. Pro- 
posed actions affecting employees 
are discussed in advance with the 
union and attempts are made to 
reconcile differences. In each of 
the companies, industrial relations 
are handled largely by operating 
executives who spend much of 
their time on such matters ....a 
considerable degree of mutual 
trust and confidence exists between 
management and the workers. . 
grievances handled expedi- 
tiously,—the emphasis is on solving 
problems rather than adhering to 
legal rules or rigid principles. 

“The union in each case has had 
strength, stability 
and unity its leadership is 
constructive, not revolutionary, 
and each local union follows demo- 
cratic procedure.” 

Management-labor relations can 
be peaceful and prosperous where 
men have given a_ reasonable 
amount of time and study to it 
and where the spirit of Christian 
above hatred.

Challenge 

A. Philip Randolph, president 
of the AFL brotherhood of sleep- 
ing car porters, has become one of 
the most respected spokesmen of 
his race. Hated in some quarters 
in the South because he has been 
an able champion of his race, Mr.

HUNGARY, heretofore a Roman Catholic country, now has a move- 
ment on to establish a National Catholic Church, independent of the 
Vatican, according to reports last fall in the Catholic Register. The 
Hungarian chureh plans to drop Latin as the language of the altar, 
permit priests to marry and otherwise break many of the tight tradi- 
tions of Rome. 

POLAND. With the end of Roman Catholic domination, the Polish 
government for the first time in history has guaranteed complete and 
equal religious freedom to all faiths ... reports Dr. Constatin Najder, 
of the Polish Couneil of Churches. All churches, especially Protestant, 
have a great future in Poland, he stated, adding that “the Methodists, 
Baptists and other evangelicals have in many instances increased their 
following seven fold since the war...” But because of the Communist 
pressure which forced the Roman Catholic Church out of its dominant 
position, the American people hear only about “the suppression of 
religion in Poland”... such reports in the American press never making 
it clear that it is the Roman Catholic church that has been curbed. 
. . . .The Catholic Church now has the same rights and privileges as 
the other faiths—after years of severe persecution of the free churches 
by the Catholic hierarchy and their political representatives. 


TOMIC ENERGY. A_ conflict of significance is beginning 
to shape up under the over the Atomie Eneryy 
Control Commission. The most conservative elements in the Republican 
party, sure of their victory next fall, are preparing the skids for David 
Lilienthal, present and first head of the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Opposition to Mr. Lilienthal is based on three things . . . his association 
with the New Deal; the knowledge that he favors the public ownership 
of power resources as against private ownership and operation for private 
profit; and a lesser but yet important factor is that Mr. Lilienthal is 
Jewish. (Anti-semitism is one of the large but hushed factors just under 
the surface in Washington affairs). 

Even the staunchest defender of private ownership of power 
resources will admit that the electrification of America has been re- 
tarded by the great forces that worked on the theory “keep power prof- 
itable” . rather than on the principle “keep it spreading and make 
it cheaper” ... and that real progress came only as government owner- 
ship forced expansion. But how, say the defenders of private power, 
“We have learned the lesson .. . power must be a part of private enter- 
prise or we will go socialist if the government keeps pushing public 
ownership”. 

But the average citizen, remembering how the development of 
power resources for rural areas was retarded, how light and power 
rates were held sky high until public and municipal power companies 
began to break prices downward, views the enormous power potentials 
of the atom—and, remembering, wonders. Also sheathed within the 
drive against Lilienthal is the military objective of getting the atom 
back under absolute military control ... Mr. Lilienthal strongly opposing 
this,—so he must be removed. 

The next months will see a drive in the name of “free enterprise” 
and “national defense” which, when the propaganda is analysed, means 
“get the atom back into the hands of private profit groups and in the 
grip of the military.” We are not saying that Christian laymen should 
favor public ownership and strictly civilian control, but we do believe 
that the Christian layman should know what the movement and its 
propaganda really means.

that “I personally pledge myself 
to openly counsel, aid and abet 
youth, both white and Negro, to 
quarantine any Jim-crow  con- 
scription system, whether it bear 
the label of UMT or selective 
service From coast to coast 
in my travels I shall eall upon 
Negro veterans to join this civil 
disobedience movement and to re- 
eruit their younger brothers in an 
organized refusal to register and 
be drafted ... I shall appeal to the 
thousands of white youth in schools 
and colleges ... I shall urge them 
to demonstrate their solidarity 
with Negro youth by ignoring reg- 
istration and induction.” 

When some Senators asserted 
that such action would constitute 
treason, Randolph replied calmly 
that, “this would be non-resist- 
ance, non-coopevation and non- 
participation. There would be no 
overt acts ... If that is the only 
way we can get democracy, we will 
have to face it. We will be serving 
a higher law than any passed by a 
national legislature in an era when 
racism spells our doom.” 

Randolph speaks for the strong- 
est Negro groups in America. His 
words are prophetic. 


Discovery 

One of the things that has al- 
ways haunted Christian theologi- 
ans has been the fact that so very 
little actual historical evidence ex- 
ists of the work and life of Jesus. 
We have the Gospels . . . but these 
were writings handed down gen- 
erations afterwards. Actual doen- 
mentary proof has simply been 
lacking, although the Roman 
Catholic Church has tried to fill 
the gap with many “relics,” none 
of which could face scientific 
scrutiny. But now at long last evi- 
dences have apparently been found. 
In a detailed report soon to be 
published by the American Jour- 
nal of Archaeology, the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem is an- 
nouncing the discovery of a tomb 
found on the Bethlehem Road and 
believed to contain the records of 
a family close to Jesus during his 
life time and evidence bearing 
upon the historicity of Jesus, his 
crucifixion and death. One of those 
appointed by the disciples to take 
the place of Judas came from a 
family called “Barsaba,” who.e 
family tomb has been uncovered. 
On the walls are the earliest sym- 
bols of the cross which the Hedre x 
scholars say was tantamount to 
picture writing meaning “He was 
crucified!” Also there were the 
words inscribed that are interpret- 
ed as representating lamentations 
of sorrow over Christ’s death. So 
Jewish scholars are uncovering 
about the first absolute historical 
evidences, outside of the Bible, of 
the crucifixion and death of Jesus.
